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Verily, Utah is a great and a peculiar coun- 
try, and one bas’nt lived all of life, until he 
has spent a season here. In this land we have 
a people who, albeit they have considerable 
humanity about them, are nevertheless all 
“ Saints.” Professing republican institutions 
and within the realm of the constitution, we 
have exemplified a system of absolute one- 
man power such as the world bas never seen, 
certainly since the days of Mohammed. Then 
we have some other institutions— demestic— 
the other “actic,” which would, to say the 
least, be novel in any other part of the world. 
although it can hardly be called singular. We 
have annual elections after the manner and 
form of other communities, but without any 
of the real essence of free suffrage. We have 
recently had a convention, ostensibly of the 
people—but with which the people had noth- 
ing to do—and the members of which, even 
while voting to carry out the programme, con- 
fessed that they could not see the end of their 
action, but blindly submitted in full faith that 
the Lord or somebody else would bring it out 
all right. Then we havea place of public 
amusement—a maghificent temple of the dra- 
ma—where every body is invited by adver- 
tisement, yet whose patriotic doors are slam- 
med in the face of a designated large class of 
its former paying patrons. In fact every things 
here is sui generis—(and in some cases rather 
a bad sort of generis at that). But it was of none 
of these peculiarities we proposed to speak 
when we commenced this article. What we 
intended to say—and we will get to it pretty 
soon—was, that in our money market we have 
an anomaly presented, the like of which we 
never heard before. 

Our Banks—we have several good ones— 
lrave actually suspended currency payments. 
Many a time, and oft have we heard of the 


Banks suspending specie payments—but here | 
we have banking institutions with safe and | 


vaults full of dust and coin—yet without a 
dollar of currency." Greenbacks are in de- 
mand by everybody, ‘but they are not forth- 
coming. In fact, it is es we have said, the 
Banks have absolutely suspended currency 
payment; and as Legal Tenders are the cur- 
rency of the country, and coin of very little 
use, our market is almost without the medium 
of exchange. Everybody is on the bunt for 
greenbacks. Now and then, we see a distrac- 
ted banker rushing up the street in quigk pur- 
suit of some chap who is rumored to have a 
greenback or two forsale. The farmer comes 
to town bent on selling his flour at Convention 
prices for gold—but he don’t want any gold; 
he, too, is’ after greenbacks. Twelve dollars 
in gold—the Convention price— bas no charms 
for him, for he must have $24 in Legal Ten- 
ders—albeit gold has gone down in price. 
The other day we saw a man witb 100 sack of 
flour, who demanded the Convention price for 


was declined, the seller insisting ov $24 in 
greenbacks. He was decidedly in favor of a 
gold basis as Jong as gold_was up to 200, but 
when it fell, he eschewed both Convention and 
gold basis. He was a better Gnancier than 
another cove whom we saw in town vending 
~ melons for which he asked twenty cents a 
piece, or two for a half dollar. An acquain- 
tance who heard his terms, was therefore com- 
pelled to make two trips to the wagon in order 
to buy a couple of mcions and eave ten cents 
on the purchase. 

As gold is going down so rapidly, it will be 
necessary to call another Convention shortly 
to raise the “gold basis’ prices. Ia view of 
the scarcity of Legal Tenders, we hope that 
some of our enterprising bankers will take 
epeedy measures to import some currency to 
meet the wants of the community, which as s 
‘peaceful and loyal people,” should still han- 
ker after Uncle Sam’s greenbacks, notwith- 


standing the late lusty cry for gold currency.

Excepting slight skirmishing 
along the railroad, ie was no dis- 
turbance. 

NASHVILLE, Sept. 2d.' 

Sherman’s advance entered Atlanta 
this morning at 11 o’clock. The whole 
Federal force will enter the city to-day. 
Several miles of the Nashville and 
Chattanooga railroad was burned by 
Wheeler’s forces yesterday. Rosseau 
drove the rebels within three miles of 
Lavergne yesterday. He met with 
stubborn resistance. Late intelligence 
reports. that the head of Wheeler’s col- 
umn left Murfreesboro pike, going to 
the right. About 3 o’clock the whole 
force was moving for the Tennessee 
and Alabama for Bee in the direction 
of Franklin. Rosseau was in close 
pursuit, Persons from Franklin report 
that town in the hands of Wheeler’s 
forces. Our casualties in yesterday’s 
skirmish were five killed and fifty 
wounded, The rebel loss was eight 
killed and fifteen wounded. We cap- 
tured a number of prisoners. 

New York, Sept. 3d.

For two days past, Averill has been demon- 
strating against the enemy fronting him, with 
the view of fqcilitating the execution of his 
plans and carrying cut the orders of Sheridan. 
To-day he attacked the enemy on three differ- 
ent roads for the purpose of making him de- 
velop his strength. On the Charlestown and 
Gerardstown road. there was nothing’ but a 
light skirmish, but while un the Winchester

At this time the rebel line of infantry pressed 
our right and center, where was deployed a 
portion of Col. Schroonmakers brigade. On 
our left, where was stationed Col. Powell's bri- 
gade, there was not so heavy a pressure. The 
shells from the rebel and Union guns passed 
over the town without striking any houses in it.

Great rejoicing was felt this morning 


at the news of Atlanta being in our/ 


possession. It appears that while the 
vebel cavalry were operating in Sher- 
man’s rear, that officer pushed his 
movements successfully, and at 11 
e’clock this morning entered Atlanta, 
and found that his combinations had 
compelled its evaceation by Hood. 
The transmission of intelligence over 


the wires, whiclr had been cut for sev- | 


eral days, proves that Rosseau has 
been successful in his effort to dis- 
lodge the cavalry expedition under 


Forrest, Wheeler and Morgan, and} 


driven them from the.road. The cap- 
ture of Atlanta secures the possession 
of the whole State of Georgia, and 
renders the condition of the rebel lead- 
ers more desperate than ever before. 
It was by an apparent retreat and one 
of those masterly strategic movements 
which this Gencral has been so noted 
for, that he was enabled to achieve 


this brilliant result. It is now well | 


known that Hood added materially to 
his strength by the conscription of 
numerous boys and old men, who, 
when behind works, could render very 
good service—outside of works their 
very strength could prove great weak- 
ness, and terrible cost of powder and 
provender. The pu of Sherman 
in this movement, which began on the 
night of the 26th, was to deprive the 
rebel commander of this strength in 
his protection of the works at Atlanta. 


In other parts of the works, Sherman 


hoped by flanking Atlanta and cutting 
off his supplies, to force Hood out to 
fight, and thus with his large prepon- 
derating furce of veteran troops, whip 
him in open field. 

With this view; Sherman moved on 
the nigh in question, with twenty 
days rations and all his army except 
the 20th corps (Slocum’s,) which had 
been withdrawn from the front of At- 
Janta at Chattahoochie bridge, and 
there to remain as a corps of observa- 
tjop, and occupy Atlanta in the event 
of Hood abandoning it ; also employed 
to look after communications and hur- 
ry forward supplies by railroad to 
whatever new position Sherman might 
assume, The army is reported to have 
moved in the following order: The 
23d corps (Schofield’s) in the advance, 
followed by the 14th (Davis’,) the 15th 
(Logan’s,) the 16th (Ransom’s,) the 
17th (Blair’s,) and the 4th (Stanley’s, ) 
in the order pamed, all making a flank 
movement with strong skirmish lines 
on either flank, front and rear. East 
Point was left to the east at dawn, and 
‘Hood found Sherman gone.
